Washington, Sept, 1,—<Jheklb Bey, the 
Turkish minister, has received from the 
minister of foreign ailTairs at Constanti­ 
nople a dispatch giving the Turkish ver­ 
sion of the reported attempt on the life 
of Vice Consul Magelssen at Beirut. After 
declaring the report of the assassination 
of Magelssen absolutely false the dispatch 
gives a version of the affair practically 
the same as has been told before in dis­ 
patches from Turkey. It says the pistol 
was fired by a man returning from a 
marriage fete; that the shot was fired in 
the air, and that it happened Just as Ma- 
gelssen was passing in his carriage. This, 
the dispatch says, led the vice consul to 
believe an attempt had b ^ n made against 
his life. The man who did the shooting 
has already been delivered to the judicial 
authorities. 
Cheklb Bey’s dispatch also 
a.sserts order and tranquility prevails in 
Beirut. The information contained in the 
cablegram has been furnished to Minister 
Leishman at Constantinople by the Turk­ 
ish minister of foreign affairs and to Sec­ 
retary Hay by the Turkish minister here. 
FIRST OFFICIAL NEWS. 
Washington, Sept. 1.—The first official 
dispatch coming directly from Beirut re­ 
garding the Magelssen affair, received by 
Secretary Hay, was dated Aug. 31 and 
signed by ron>iul Ravndall. 
It 
says: 
“The attempt on Mkg^Ms'eii*# tifë failed 
utterly. It na -i narrow escape, but the 
vice consul suffered no injury.” 
Constantinople, Sept. l.^The porte has 
notified Leishman five arrests were made 
at Beirut in connection with the shooting 
which ted to the report Magelssen, United 
States x'Ice consul, 
was assassinated. 
Turkish officials continue to insist no at­ 
tempt was made on the vice consul’s life 
and claim the whole story originated In a 
feuclc joic fired on the occasion of a na­ 
tive marriage and in accordance to cus­ 
toms.

BAD ON S 


W ill he Deprived of Free Trans­ 
portation Home From Ship­ 
ping Centers.' 


Chicago, Sept. 1.—Stockmen throughout 
the west, who have for many years been 
enjoying free transportation from' their 
homes and shipping centers., will find this 
privilege curtailed after Jan. 1, 1904. Ex­ 
ecutive officers of western lines met here 
to day and agreed that after the date 
mentioned they would discontinue issü- 
ance to stockmen of return transporta­ 
tion, thereby compelling them to pay their 
fare to their homes after having come 
to shipping centers t with stock. A large 
number of western states have enacted 
laws compelling railroads to issue passes 
to men in charge of stock cars and the 
roads will now investigate' the possibility 
of a new regulation violating those laws. 
The change is proposed largely for the 
purpose of curtailing the operations of 
ticket scalpers. Stockmen's passes have 
always been a source of concdderable In­ 
come to scalpers, who have employes at 
various atockyards buying 
up 
return 
transportation.

Sofia, Bulgaria, Sept, .1—The Macedon­ 
ian revolutionists awaited the anniversary 
of the sultan s accession to proclaim the 
long anticipated general Insurrection In 
northern Macedonia, the proclamation of 
which was Issued to day signed by all 
members of the insurgent general staff. 
The new outbreak Is headed by the fa­ 
mous Macedonian leaders. General Zeno- 
tchleff, president of the Macedonian com­ 
mittee, and Colonel Jankoff, who was 
wounded In the rising of 1902. The new 
territory covers the district in the valyet 
of Struma at the base of the Rhodope 
mountain chain and to the north of the 
river Vardar. 


News of sev’ere fighting is still com­ 
ing in. At the village of Armensi, after 
a day’s fighting, Turkish troops in the 
night time massacred the population of 
180 men and 200 women. The Turks have 
also massacred the inhabitants of Velesl. 
Insurgent Leader Grueff, in a letter to 
Inspector Hllmi Pacha, demanded that 
he prevent the barbarous acts of Turkish 
soldiers and Bashi Bazouks, otherwise 
revolutionaries will massacre all Turk­ 
ish inhabitants. The town of Makloter- 
hovo is reported to be in a state of an­ 
archy. Turks plundering houses and com­ 
mitting unspeakable atrocities on the 
women. 


ATTACKED A VILLAC3E. 


Sofia, Sept, 1.—A strong force of Turkish 
infantry, cavalry and artillery recently 
attacked the village of Stoliovo, north­ 
ward of Malkoternovo, occupied by in­ 
surgents. 
Later the Turks entered the 
place and massacred the entire popula­ 
tion, destroying the village. 


Prince Ferdinand, of -Bulgaria, arrived 
at Eunograde. ^Bulgaria, but he ha.s been 
joined by Premier Petroff. The prince Is 
expected to remain thtre some time.

It is not stated whether Al­ 
banians or Bulgarians were perpetrators 
of the outrages. 


In spite of apparent gravity of the gen­ 
eral situation optimism prevails in Turk­ 
ish official circles. In the course of audi­ 
ences which the German and Russian am­ 
bassadors had with the sultan for the pur­ 
pose of recommending more energetic ac­ 
tion and intrusting to Turkish command­ 
ers in chief f|ill directions of military 
operations the sultan replied he preferred 
to retain control at Constanthnople.

Frosts come earlier some years than oth 
ers, which relieve matters somewhat, but 
the appearance of the white winged angU 
never comes too soon. 


With the return of the season those af- 
nicted with hay fever begin their periotî 
of dread, which is as hard to bear «ome^ 
times as the actual thing. This year the 
westefn country, Including Chicago, ha.“ 
escaped measurably a,*; compared witl. 
other years. The opinion of the physl 
clans is that the escape of somer^of thr 
earlier sufferers did not argue that there 
win be no epidemic during the closlnr 
days of September. One of the peculiart- 
ties of the hay fever affliction, with It* 
snee/^s, Irritated eyes and noses an^ 
asthmatic spasms In the latter stages, j: 
that It comes about the same time of. tht 
year on each patient. The rumors fron- 
all over the country that there Is exist 
ing this sea.son a condition that will givi 
them Immunity from the affliction is gen 
erally looked upon by these with a great 
deal of Incredulity, but with a desin 
that It may be true. Some people have 
their hay fever earlier than others, an¿ 
there are some seasons when there is ;• 
variation of the time. The escape whlcl^ 
so many have had during the earlier part 
of the season is believed by old sUflieren* 
tO'be on acount of one of their seasona­ 
ble variations of the disease. 


There are In Jacksonville a number oí 
.sufferers who yearly sneeze, wipe thelv 
eyes and gasp for breath, through thi 
four or five weeks that the trouble is on 
and many of these are members of the 
National Huy Fever a.s.soeiatloni a bod> 
organized to study the disease and condok 
with each other over their troubles. Thit 
association meets every year, and th( 
printed reports of the proceedings an«l 
discussions thereat have added a masi< 
of information to the knowledge of the 
affliction. 


The medical profession has known the 
disease or affliction under Its distinct 
classification, since 1819. when Dr. Johr 
Bostock described i t Since that time V 
has occupied a goodly share of the atten 
tion of the profession of the public at 
the season when it prevails. The name o* 
hay fever or hay cold was given It fron 
the assumption that It was caused b\ 
the dust or 
pollen which 
Is 
carrieiî 
through the air from newiy mown hay. 
This does certainly—the phy.«îlclans be­ 
lieve—cause the hay fever in some cases. 
Modern investigators believe that there 
are a number of vegetable growths, whlcl» 
in a particular stage of development, 
throw off pollen or other fragments that 
cause the trouble. A.<5 for the cure of It. 
that l3 what the world Is looking for 
One of the phy^clans who has studied the 
trouble closely, and whose w’ork Is re 
garded with favor by the profession, ad­ 
vises a change of location by the suf­ 
ferer from the lower altitude at whici 
hay fever !s usually developed to a high 
er one of at least 800 feet. This doctor 
wrote that those who live hear the sev 
level, perhaps, for there are hundreds o' 
leicalities atx>ve his 800 feet altitude when 
thousands of hay fever patients sneezr 
and wheeze year after year. 


While the fact that the hay fever neve: 
developes at sea, and that certain locali 
ties, either in. high altitudes, by large 
iK^les of water, or no barren rocky isl­ 
ands, give relief and even prevent the 
trouble from coming on. has led te> the 
conclusion that the exact cause is due 
to vegetation, and medicine can do nothj 
ing 'more than render its ill effects les: 
dlagreeable until the first hard frosf 
comes. The black frost Is the death oi 
the hay fever, and the cold and all dis-^ 
agreeable symptoms disappear at one* 
with the cold weather. This would seen; 
to indicate that it woiild thrive in f* 
warm climate, but the^*very reverse fc 
true. 
It is practically unknown in the 
southernv.8tate8, and the same is true o! 
the extreme northern part of Canada. 


niysicians say that external causes 
the vegetation dust, for example, bring 
on the trouble, but that there. Is a con* 
8titutIoiàal predisposition to it, so that 
both the hay or weed pollen and the con-r 
stitutloiial condition are necessaiy 
produce Che ,afflictton. ^Tbis is the reaseui 
why so many persons are afflicted while 
those around them, and exposed to the 
same condition of climate, diet, and who^ 
possibly, inhale as much pollen as thèy^ 
are never troubled.

. Concerning the remedies used for hay 
fever, 
medical writers are Just now 
warning parents against nostrums which 
contain ceicalne. To apply that drug to 
the mucuous membrane is of course at­ 
tended with the same danger that followa 
Its use In other ways—the danger of form­ 
ing 
a 
“habit” which experience has 
shown is one of the worst whteh can come 
to man. 


The physicians have cla.ssified the June 
colds or rose fevers as analogous to hay 
fever. 
The former attacks its victims 
during the latter part of llay or first 
of June and runs until July, when It let£ 
up. 
The hay fever, however, comes on 
about the third or fourth week in August 
and runs till fall, as has been said. The 
first-named disease is similar to the Engr 
lish hay cold, or hay fever and may be the 
same thing. 


In trying to find a reason for the ap­ 
parent immunity of the great bulk of sufi- 
ferers this season, some theorists have 
attributed it to the drouth. This exces­ 
sively hot, dry period, which existed 
throughout thé country west of the Mis- 
sisslppl river for several weeks, camc 
at thé right time. It is said, to prevent 
the maturity of the rag weeds and golden 
rod. 
There was, consec)uently. none to 
fly about and be. taken Into the sensitive 
no.strIl.s of the fever victims, and reports 
during the earlier part of the season 
from that section showed that the usurfl 
victims were escaping their regular In­ 
fliction of hay fever woes. 
There Is a 
disposition among^ hay fever experts, pa­ 
tients and physicians to wait further de­ 
velopments before exulting. They are con- 
vlnce?d that there Is less o t the trouble 
this season so far than usual, but arc 
not prepared to say that it has mereljr 
postponed and not entirely stricken it.*= 
dates from the list. They are disposed to 
bear In mind the old Arabic injunction 
which warns men to not presume to say 
any day has been a happy one until after 
the .sun has set.

The war maneuvers at Portland. Me,, 
are more than army and navy drill. Merc 
drill la training In precision and efficien­ 
cy, but not necessarily in resourcefulness. 
The maneuvers 
on 
the New England 
coast, how^ever, are In the nature of that 
experience which develops resourceful­ 
ness and mastery on untoward conditions 
and circumstances. 


Drill Is preparation to meet an enemy 
some time in the future. The soldiers gc 
thi^ugh the manual and execute maneu­ 
vers-with an imagined enemy, acting acr 
cording to rule in front. Drill, without 
experience in battle, leaves on the mini! 
of the soldier the impression that perfect 
mechanism will in itself prevail over an 
enemy. He learns later that It will not 
He learns that an alert and intelligent 
enemy creates new combinations without 
reference to established rules or the con­ 
venience of the opposing army, and that 
success in war depends upon how unex* 
pected conditions and circumstances arc 
met 


For example, the zouave exuhpanles In 
.the months preceding the civil war were 
trained to run and climb and maneuver 
In a picturesque wày. At Fort Donelson 
some of these companies were ordered to 
charge a rebel line on a steep hill. Their 
training served them well. 
They knew 
how to climb. They put aside all the rest 
of their drill and went up the hill. Just ‘as. 
in 1898 other well-drillfed soldler.<t went ui* 
San Juan -hill in a scramble. Every non- 
essential drill was sacrificed to the exi? 
gency of war. 


So in the maneuvers of the New Eng­ 
land coast, the army and fleet are actinfi 
under , the conditions of war. The attack 
on the forts is made by a fleet as IntelUÿ 
gently directed as.any foreign ficîet could 
l>e. The forts are manned by men who 
l(nbw this, commanded by officers w.ho 
know timt intelll^nce and resoûrcèfulms:

1, but as the state furnishes cxcellcn^t 
hunting grounds for water fowl sport will 
not be lacking west of the Missouri. 


Minnesota and the Dakotas will enter­ 
tain the majority of the small gamcii 
hunters. 
Advices from the northwest 
report game plentiful.' In certain locali­ 
ties 
in 
Minnesota 
and 
the 
Dajkotas 
prairie chickens abound this year, while 
in the extreme northern portion of Min­ 
nesota and Wisconsin efucks and geese 
are reported In large numbers. 


In all of the states mentioned licenses 
are required for non-resident hunters. In 
some states the game wardens are ac­ 
tive. while in others they are more lax. 
Minnesota Is credited with an excellent 
offiffcial In state Game Warden Fuller­ 
ton. Sportsmen in the ma|n respect him 
and where clashes occur the fault usually 
lies with some overbearing deputy. Non­ 
resident hunters have 
frequently com­ 
plained In the past that resident hunters 
are favored by the deputy game wardens 
and that the officials try to make It as 
unpleasant 
as' possible for those who 
travel hundreds of miles to kill chloken.s. 
It Is charged that pot hunters, native to 
the states where they operate, are per­ 
mitted to ply their vocation unmolested, 
while non-residen hunters are subjected 
to all manner of annoyances.

last year or two, and thousands will be 
on hand this season.

A few will go north to meet the ducks 
going south, but the general duck season 
will not be In full swing until a month 
later, when frost and cold weather close 
the feeding grounds In northern Minne­ 
sota and Wisconsin and further north. 


Some of the more important laws gov­ 
erning the hunting of game follow: 


In Minnesota the open season for prairie 
chicken starts Sept. 1 and lasts until 
Nov. 1. Wild duck, wild game, etc.. can 
be shot betw’een Sept. I and Dec. 1. while 
the killing of quail and partridge Is legal 
only between Oct. 15 and Dec. 15. 


In Illinois partridge and prairie chicken 
cannot be hunted for the next four years 
and the open season for quail Is only be­ 
tween Nov. 10 and Dec. 20. but wild geese, 
wild duck, etc., can be shot from Sept. 1 
to April 15. 


In the Dakotas the open season for al­ 
most all the small game begins Sept. 1. 
but with varying length. 
In North Da­ 
kota the season on quail Is closed until 
Sept.* 1. t9(S. but prairie chicken are free 
to the sportsman from Sept. i ;to Oct. 15. 
and wild geese, wifd duck and either water 
fowl may be hunted from Sept. 1. until 
May 1. 


The prairies of Iowa will abound with 
hunters. 
The open season for prairie 
chicken lasts from Sept. 1 to Dec. 1, for 
pheasant. rulTled grouse, quail, etc.. from 
Nov. 1 to Jan. 1. and for wild duck, etc., 
from Sept. .1 to April 15. 


In Nebraska sportsmen can begin shoot 
ing the wild ducks, wild geese, etc.. on 
Sept. 1 and keep at the sport until April 
15. The open season for prairie chickens, 
sage chickens and grouse, however, does 
not begin until Oct. 1 and lasts only until 
Nov. 30 and the season for quail begins 
on Nov. 1 and ends the last day of. the 
same month. 


Wisconsin is closed to the quail or 
pheasant hunter until September, 190^ but 
the season for wild geese; ducks, etc., 
opens Sept. 1 and lasts .until Jan, 1. 


In the lower peninsula of Michigan the 
open season for. partridge and quail lasts 
from Oct. 20 to Nov. 30, while 4n the upper 
j^nlnsula of the same state the sportsmen 
can go after partridge any time between 
Oct. 1 and Nov. 1 and for ducks, g e ^ and 
other water fowl between. Oct. 1 and 
Nov. 80.

To W ash Flannel. 


To wash flannel without shrink­ 
age have a tub half full of water 
that ia more than warm, but not 
very hot, and make a strong suds 
with laundry soap of the best qual­ 
ity. Add a tablespoonful of powder­ 
ed borax. Shake the flannels thor­ 
oughly; then squeeze them with the 
hands, sop them up and down and, 
if necessary, rub the spots between 
the hands. Do not rub soap on the 
flannels and do not rub them on a 
board. 
Wring from the first suds 
and put into another of the same 
temperature. 
Rinse through this 
water; then put them into another 
as warm that does not contain soap. 
Wring dry, shake vigorously and dry 
quickly. Iron before they are quite 
dry with a moderately hot iron. 
Then press well. Do not use borax 
for colored flannels. 


Light Bread and Cake. 


All breads and cakes i^ust be very 
light and porous to be*“ digestible, 
and batter breads or cakes must be 
especially light and delicate to be 
enjoyed. 
While eggs, baking pow­ 
der and yeast are used for this pur­ 
pose, much depends on the amount 
and thoroughness of the beating 
they receive. The object should be 
to force in as much air as possible, 
especially in the thick batter, in or­ 
der to separate the solid particles 
and give an evenness of grain. 
While a batter may be made thick 
enough to drop from a spoon and 
keep its shape on a griddle or bak­ 
ing tin it is too soft to knead. The 
liquid used in a batter should be 
added to the dry ingredients and 
stirred in gradually to prevent the 
batter becoming lumpy.

The soil 
is mostly in excellent condition for 
plowing, and the work is well under 
way. In a few localities seeding has 
ah cany been done. 


C orn has made advancement in the 
v utral and the northern districts 
under the influence of the warmth 
jf the first part of the week and 
generous rainfall. 
Some correspon­ 
dents report tha't while the crop is 
growing rapidly it is ripening slowly. 
Complaint is made from the south­ 
ern district of injury by drought and 
*ho ravages by chinch bugs. 


Some oats in shock, in the north­ 
ern district, have rotted or sj>routed 
-m a< (ount of wet weather. Thresh­ 
ing lias been practically suspended 
during the week. 


Clover hulling is progressing with 
e »orally 
satisfactory yield. Pas­ 
tures have been greatly benefited by 
the warm weather and rains, and are! 
'linking vigorous growth. Buckwheat 
is in bloom and promising. 
Sweet 
potatoes aie showing well. 
Apples 
jre scarce and of inferior quality. 
Grapes are ripening and a fair yield 
is promised;in some localities. Melons 
of good quantity are plentiful. 


The reports from central Illinois 
counties are as follows:
